HOW IT FEELS TO BE SEASICK 


The Decatur Boy Laid Out for Two 


Whole Days and Then Ate 


Enough for a Giant- 


One Man Died. 


Below la tbo larger part of a letter 


written to 
Cecil Davidson by Buck 


Weems, who is now In Europe with bis 
grandmother, Mrs. Dr. Hiram Buck, 
making a tour of the continent. The 
letter was written on the Atlantic liuer 
and will be found.very inteiosting read 
ing for the friends of the young man and 
the people generally: 


THE LETTER. 


LearCer.il:—You maybe surprised at 


tho shortness of this litter, but I am hard 
pressed for time. Though up from 6 a. 
m. until 13 111. I have scarcely any time 
'or writing. Today is Sunday and so I 
have now nothing to do but write. It is 
half past 3 p m. and I have 16 letters to 
write aftur this one before dinner. 


I'm having a fine time. There are 30 


)dd preachers, 19 bank presidents, sev- 
eral colonels and majors and judges and 
lootors galore. Not very promising?— 
>ut there are nearly 100 young people on 
board. 
Some of them are dull, others 


lulky, others persona nun grata for vari- 
ous reasons but in the end there aro about 
30 choice ones, and we have hot times. 
We stay on deck, online, drinking and 
laving a good time every night until 
ate; then we go to the dining salon and 
have a light supper before going to bed, 
Gating and drinking are the chief things 
m board ship. We have five regular 
meals and lunches innumerable. Wa have 
a hundred stewards on board. Von oan't 
urn around without seeing one, and see- 
ng him, what is more natural than to 
ay, "Steward, bring me some lemonade 
,nd sandwiches, and crackers and cheese; 
and, say, bring a basket of fruit too; 


od bold on, if there's anything else 


around that's good just bring it along 
too." 
Then you are fixed for half an 


iour at least; aftai which you call an- 
ither steward and order thp same, only a 
Ittlo more. It's all free, and the stew- 
ards delight to serve because they reap in 
hut way a harvest of pfennigs. 
There 


are dances and dinners aud lectures, etc., 
;cing on all the time 
Then, too, the 


meals take a gocd deal ol time. There are 
icver less than eight courses and often 10 
it 11. People eat to live and live to eat 
md when they get tiled of that kill time 
by eating. I'll surely be a fatted calf by 
he time I reach home. 


BUCK SEA SICK. 


I wish yon could be erasick once. It'e 
Hire an cxnerienoe. I was afraid that I 


would be sick and EO ate a large meal bo- 
ate tbo boat got outside Sandy Hook. I 
elt qualmisb on the fret evening. Sun- 
lay morning I was sick, but got up and 
weot'ou dock. I stayed there until about 


o'clock in the afternoon. 
I had heard 


bnt seasickness diegnsted one with life, 
ut it was not so In my case. I know 
hat at least every 15 minutes I went tn 
be stern, whore there is always a tine 
view tack over the wake o( the vessel, 
lomctimes 
some fair young creature 


would como rushinur' up to my side. We 
never spoke, we were too full for utter- 
ance. That's why we went there. We 
limply bung over the rail and paid trib- 
ute to old Neptune. Neptune must be 
ic.b by this time. I don't envy him his 
lobes, not by a jng full. 
Sunday after- 


noun I gave it up and went below. I 
itopped taking any notice of time and lay 
flat on my back without moving. The 
beating of the screw shaft seemed red fire, 
[he talk of the men around seemed raln- 
low hued, but with a predominance of 
blue. Finally I n ached my hand out and 
rang the bell. "Steward," I eald to that 
!unctionary when he came, "what time is

"Tree 'clock dienstag," he re- 
plied. "Do you mean to tell me I have 
been here two days and nights? ' " Ya." 
I stopped to think It over. At last be

me one-half a roasted chicken, a glass of 
emonade,[half^a dozen fresh oysters, some 
poached cgts on tnact, tome bread and 
butter, a beefsteak rare, some cucum- 
bers, some

oream." "Ya, ya," be observed. "I 
dicks you feel pettcr alreaUy." He dis- 
appeared, but returned in about half an 
hour with the full order. I finished it. 
Op to this time the weather bad been 
month, but now the ship Is rolling vie- 
ently and loose trunks began to clatter 


and the corridors until the stewards 


•soured them. Bnt I was through with 
seasickness. I seat for something more 
to eat 
I eat far into (be night, and the 


next morning got op early, feeling bright 
and happy as a l-.rk. The ship was light 
of 
ballast and rolling 
pretty badly. 


Dearly every one wai slok that morning, 
bat I ate a large breakfast and followed It 


Immediately by a lunch. Out of 350 od 
passengers Iiot quito 100 got down tc 
breakfast. 
The rest were sick and tb 


thought of tnelr tortures somewhat com 
pensaied me for my own. 


There are a few flirtations on board, o: 


coarse. We are carrying two honeymoons 
also. I heard that both of them wore 
wondernlly and fearfully seasick. One 
passenger died the second day out from 
.New York. He will be burled at Gibral 
tar. 


That we may travel in the greatest pos 


sible comfort and ease a double crew of 
stewards are carried. 
There are now 270 


men attached to the ship, besides many 
stewardesses. 


We had an alarm of fire last night. I 


was writing alone In the rear saloon 
about 1 o'clock a. m., when 1 smelt 
8tnoko/~Ju8t then a gentleman came in 
and I asked If he could smell it also. He 
replied that he could. We started to get 
an officer, but a sailor appeared and we 
called him. He smelt about a few seconds 
and then jumped for a stateroom door 
and opened it quickly. Inside was a wo 
man clothed in something, I guess ma.\ - 
be It was a bed sheet. She baa accident- 
ally burned her hair while curling It and 
ho smoke had made us fear that the ship 
was on 
fire.

7HE QUEER COLONY OF SHALEM 


Twenty-Five Children Start Tovrnrd 


RegcneratlnG: the World. 


Shalem is at Dona Ana, about six 


miles north of Las Cruces, X. M., on 
the main line of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe railroad. It is a colony 
composed of Spiritualists and 
vege- 


tarians, and was founded in 1884 by 
Dr. J. B. Xewbrough, a dentist from 
Xew York. 


The station at Dona Ana consists of 


a siding- and a small shed. The town 
lies a little to the east and has a pop- 
ulation of about 500, nearly all Mexi- 
cans of the very poorest class. Shalem 
lies to the west of the railroad in a 
bend of the Eio Grande on a tract of 
about a thousand acres of the best 
farming land. 


Dr. Xevbrough was for many years 


an ardent Spiritualist and a medium. 
He got a typewriter, and, under the 
influence of the spirits, wrote on it for 
about a year without reading what he 
wrote, and then published it in an im- 
mense book called "Oahspe." It is ex- 
plained that this word *neans earth, 
air and sky, and comes from a language 
used before the flood. This is the sacred 
book of the colonists and is called a new 
Bible. Dr. Xewbrough and others es- 
tablished the colony for the purpose o£ 
carrying out the ideas set forth in 
"Oahspe." Dr. Tanner, famous for his 
40-dajs' fast, was one of its first mem- 
bers, and resided at Shalem for a time. 
At present it contains few adults, and 
the main efforts of the colonists are de- 
voted to gathering orphans and other 
homeless children and bringing them 
up in their religion, so as to regenerate 
the earth by a new and purer race. 
The children are restricted to two 
meals a day, and are not allowed to 
cat meat. They are all quite young, 
and at present number 25, including a 
negro boy. They are scantily clothed 
most of the year, never wearing hats, 
and even in Janmry frequently going 
barefoot. The farm is held in trust 
for them and will be turned over to 
them when they become of ngc. The 
farm is intended to be worked on the 
cooperative plan, as the Shslemites are 
soeialistic in their ideas and aim at the 
abolition of the competitiie system. 
At present, owing to the small number 
of adults, most of the work is done by 
hired help. This has proved a great 
blessing to the Mexicans of Dona Ana, 
where times have been very hard for 
some years. 


Since the death of Dr. Xewbrough in 


1890 
the colony has been managed by 


A. M. ITowIand, formerly of Boston. 
Mr. lion land is about CO years of age. 
Tie wears long hair and a heavy beard. 
His costume consists simply of a pair 
of white linen trousers, a sleeveless 
jacket of the same material and a bine 
sash around his waist. In winter he 
sometimes adds shoes and a blue-blouse, 
lie never wears a hat unless he is in 
town.—Chicago Inter Oeran.

Even in states in which the working 
day of women and girls is limited by 
statute to ten in any one day, or 60 
in any one week, the garnjent^hops-are 
practically exempted from such limi- 
tations by their very numbers and the 
impossibility of inspecting them often 
enough to enforce the law effectually.

A good many men were examined to- 


day by the law yers. The work Is slow as 
there are many who are examined and 
then excused. The securing of the jury 
Is not very interesting to the spectators 
and there were not very many in the couzt 
room this morning. 
It is not likely that 


a jury will be secured before Saturday 
evening. 


A special venire of another 100 men has 


been drawn and will soon bo used aa the 
llrst hundred will probably be exhausted 
by night. 


Morning Session. 


The morning session of ocnrt began at 


9 o'clock. The lawyers proceeded at once 
to examine tbe jurors. There were not 
many spectators in the court room and 
the examination of tho jurors went slowly 
and was tiresome to those who were lis- 
tening.
